HOTEL MUST BE BUILT 


A Plaini Showing That It Is Financially 


Practicable, and That There Are No 


Serious Obstacles to Its 


Erection. 


As completing the bankers' hotel seems to have resolved itself 


,rtto .a qnes:ion of finance, an analysis of the situation is in order. 


^At the meeting of the stockholders Tuesday afternoon, Mr. W.'W. 


Garthwaite, manager of the Oakland Bank of Savings and president 
§f the'hote company, said he did not believe that $50,000 of the 


''weirt: fead;;he thought practically all the monkey 


subscribed <:ould'be collected. 


This statement clarifies 'the atmosphere, for Mr. Garthwaite is 


noted for Sf caking with precision and carefully weighing his • words. 
If the total amount of stock subscriptions, approximately speaking, 
car. be coll<:cted, what serious obstacles present the completion of 
the hotel project ? 
, 


The -stock subscriptions 
aggregate $792,000. Accepting Mr. 


G-trth v.-aite' s statement as a basis of estimate, at least $750,000 of 
this amount cnn be relied on as available. Sixty per cent of it has 
been called fot and half of it paid in. 


At the outset it Avas planned and agreed upon by the heads of 


the leading financial institutions of the city that the banks would. 
subscribe for the whole of the $750,000 bond 
issue, provided -the 


stock subscriptions should reach an equal amount. That is stated 
in the prospectus. The stock subscriptions exceed this provisional 
stun, and fully $750,000 net can be counted on as coming from. stock 
sales. The tond subscriptions of the banks will yield $750,000 more, 
giving an «• ggregate of $1,500,000 available for erecting the hotel. 


.The prc'spectus says : "It is estimated that a hotel commensurate 


with the needs of the city can be buift and furnished for $1,050,000. 
,The cost o.: the site was $2.25,000, making- a total of 
$1,275,000. 


While it w.l! be the aim of the directors to keep within this limit, 
provision his been made for an additional $225,000 in case oE neces- 
sity. These. funds will be provided by sale of bonds. Sale erf stock 
1750,000." 


The stock has been sold, and the banks have agreed to lake the 


bonds. .Moreover, it was stated by Mr. Garthwaite at the stock- 
holders' meeting that the hotel could be built for $150,000^8 than 
the estimated cost when the prospectus was issued. Deducting the 
cost of site and incidental expense, the $1,500,000 in sight will be 
sufficient to erect a million dollar building and leave at least $150,- 
000 for f itri lishings. 


What is there discouraging about this showing? Instead of fail- 


ure it plainly outlines the road to success. Under the stimulus of a 
revived popailar interest, coming at a time when the financial clouds 
ate clearing away, the moneyed men of the city and. citizens -gen-' 
erally-are rallying to the support of the new hotel. The banks, can 
be relied upon to keep their agreement if the people of Oakland will 
do their shire, for the bankers organized the hotel project, planned 
the method of financing it, and have officered it from the beginning 
The purchase of the bonds by the local banks was a part of the orig- 
inal plan, and upon that assurance the stock was subscribed for. 


The g< od faith of the banks is not open to question. Neither is 


the good fc.ith of the bank managers who organized the hotel com- 
pany and i?sued its prospectus. 
More than the stipulated amount 


of stpck has been subscribed. for (and a large 'amount paid in), and 


. the banks must be assumed to stand ready to buy the bonds as oc- 


casion to p\y the money out on construction arises. 


What, then, is there to hinder going ahead with the project? 


' What subtle influence is blocking the enterprise on one pretext or 


another, hoping that the disheartenm'cnt of a procrastinating policy 
will disgus: the stockholders into pocketing their loss and abandon- 
ing the rieur hotel scheme?
